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Faith 
“Che Only Access “Go God 


By S. J. Wood 


We sincerely believe such a declaration 
as the above heading to be entirely in 
keeping with all past, present and future 
redemptive plans of God. For our text we 
refer to Heb. 10:38a, “Now the just shall 
live by faith.” 

INTRODUCTION 

To be sure this is a New Testament 
quotation, but the reference refers one 
right back to Hab. 2:4, “Behold, his sou! 
which is lifted up is not upright in him: 
but the just shall live by his faith,” there- 
fore, our text is substantiated by the Old 
as well as the New Testament. 

LAW VS GRACE 

We mention this because we are more 
or less likely to overlook the virtue and 
necessity of faith when studying condi- 
tions of salvation under the law. But 
faith, as we see it, was their access *o 
God thru the keeping of the law as much 
so as it is our access to Ged thru grace. 
Paul in Rom. 9:31, 32 said, “But Israel. 
which followed after the law of righteous- 
ness, hath not attained to the law of 
righteousness. Wherefore? Because they 
sought it not by faith, but as it were by 
the works of the law. For they stumbled 
at that stumblingstone.” By reading the 
following verse we readily understand 
this stumblingstone and rock of offence 
to be none other than Christ. It was Abra- 
ham’s faith that brought his blessing, not 
the law. In the third chapter of Paul’s 
letter to the Galatians, he very sharply 
rebukes them by referring to them as 
foolish. He says, “This only would I learn 
of you, Received ye the Spirit by the 
works of the law, or by the hearing of 
faith? * * Even as Abraham believed God, 
and it was accounted to him for righteous- 
ness. Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the sare are the children 
of Abraham, * * * So then they whicn 
be of faith are blessed with faithful Abra- 
ham, * * * But that no man is justified 
by the law in the sight of God, it is evi- 
dent; for, The just shall live by faith 
* * * Wherefore then serveth the law? It 


was added because of transgressions, till 
the seed should come to whom the prom- 
ise was made; * * * Wherefore the law 
was our schoolmaster to bring us unt. 
Christ, that we might be justified by faith. 

* * And if ye be Christ’s, then are ve 
Abraham’s seed.” It appears to me that 
such a quotation as the foregoing, “For 
by the law are ye saved by faith,” would 
have been just as consistent in its day 
and place as Eph. 2:8 is now, THUS, “For 
by grace are ye saved thru faith.” 


FAITH 

Faith is defined as a dependance on 
the veracity of another, or wholly rely- 
ing on the promise of another. Faith, in 
the propriety of expression, is an assent 
on account of the veracity of the sp2ak- 
er. Accordingly, divine faith is a firm as- 
sent of the mind to things upon the au- 
thority of divine revelation —Cruden’s 
Concordance, So without faith it always 
has been, is now, and always will be im- 
possible to please God. Tho’ they lived 
and served under the law, it was by faith 
the elders (of Israel) obtained a good 
report. By it the worlds were framed, 
Abel offered the most excellent sacrific>, 
Enoch was translated, Noah prevared his 
ark, Abraham obeyed. These all died in 
the faith, not having received the prom- 
ise. By faith Moses forsook Egypt, kept 
the Passover, passed thru the Red Sea 
Thru faith many others subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mvouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, escaped the 
edge of the sword, waxed valiant in fight; 
dead were received raised to life. Others 
were tortured and refused to accept de- 
liverance, expecting and looking for a bet- 
ter resurrection. Others were cruelly 
mocked and scourged, bound, imprison- 
ed, stoned, sawn asunder, tempted, slain, 
afflicted and tormented. These all obtain 
ed a good report thru faith (under the 
law). 

They that were without faith in that 
day are described in Hab. 2:4. IN THE 


CHRISTIAN ARMOR it is the most im- 
portant. Paul stresses this in his epistle 
to the Ephesians. He refers to the impor- 
tance of girding the loins, wearing the 
breastplate, having the feet shod, the hel- 
met on the head, and the sword, but he 
says, ABOVE ALL, taking the shield of 
faith. Also in Rom. 5:1 he says, “There- 
fore, being juustified by faith, we have 


peace With God thru our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” In the following verse he refers 
to our access by faith into this grace 


wherein we stand and rejoice in the hope 
and glory of God. Therefore one can 
readily see that faith is not only an “s- 
sential factor in obtaining access to God 
for justification, but is also our access 
into the deeper graces of God. You will 
please pardon me for referring to Enoch, 
the second time in this article, but the 
writer of Hebrews declares that by faith 
Enoch was translated * * * for before his 
translation he had this testimony, that he 
pleased God, and without stopping he 
adds this injunction, but without faith it 
is impossible to please him, 11th chapter. 

In the third and fourth chapters of 
this same book, the writer refers back 
to those who fell in the wilderness be- 
cause of unbelief, and adds, “Let us there- 
fore fear * * * for unto us was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them; but the 
word preached did not profit them, not 
being mixed with faith in them that heard 
ag 

In the tenth chapter he pictures the 
shadowing of good things in yearly sac- 
rifices, and also of such things as were 
used in their sacrifice. Then, of the true 
sacrifice once for all, taking away the 
first and establishing the second; thereby 
perfecting our sanctification, referring to 
the Holy Ghost as a witness. Then at 
verse 19 he refers to our entering into the 
holiest by a new and living way, which 
he hath consecrated for us, thru the vail 
(flesh—blood) and having an high priest 
over the house of God; (the access ‘s) 
let us draw near with a true heart in 
full assurance of (what?) faith (the ac- 
cess). 

FAITH UNWAVERING 

James declares that wisdom wil] be 
given to all men liberally that ask of God 
without wavering, and further says, “He 
that wavereth is like a wave of the sea 
driven with the wind and tossed.” To my 
mind there is not a greater and more im-

portant object lesson taught in the Bible. 
“NOTHING ,.WAVERING, for he that 
wavereth is like a Wave of the sea, driven 
with the wind and tossed.” 

How many of us, so to speak, are driven 
by or according to the wind’s direction, 
therefore, tossea one way and then an- 
other? How many of us let circumstances 
and difficulties gauge our depth of faith 
and firmness? As James puts it, we are 
the water body. Draw a picture in your 
mind of two great bodies of water. As you 
look on ene it is still and calm, seeming- 
ly unmovable; regardless of the high, 
Ww nay, bo sterous gale, hardly a riffle on 
the weter is noticcable, no indication of 
disturbance whatcver. On the other han@, 
We see ansgiher body of water with its 
Wav’s madly rushing and overlapping 
cach other. Teday they are all sloshing 
t wavd the east bank, tomorrow, to our 
surprise, ‘hey are a!l leaping in another 
direction. What is the trcuble? The wind 
blows from another direction today. Then, 
oh, how nceeessary it is that we hold fast 
the profession of our faith without wav- 
eving, realizing that He is faithful that 
promised! 

SAILBOATS 

With the same degree of propriety 
James could have put it thus, “But let 
him ask in faith nothing wavering, for 
he that wavereth is like a sailboat on the 
sea, driven by the wind and tossed.” It 
is a sad, lamentable fact that too many of 
us are mere sailboats, gliding this way 


and that. according to the riffle and 
Waves of the surface waters. Then, oh, 
how we need to peer into the deeper 


waters and see Him who is invisible to 
the surface seers. Then we could throw 
our vessel in gear, put our hand to the 
helm and plew right on through the sut- 
face waves, regardless of the winds of 
criticism and persecution, regardless of 
the winds of infidelity and atheism, re- 
gardless of the winds of spiritual wicked. 
ness in hich vlaces. I believe I can see our 
trouble, Paul said, “Let us draw near 
with a t-ue heart in full assurance of 
faith” (not partly assured, but fully). 
Jess said. “If ve abide in me, and my 
words abide in vou, ve shall ask what ve 
will and it shall be dene unto you.” St. 
John 15:7. In sum and substance this is 
a'so drawing near with a true heart in 
full assurance of faith. 
FULLY ASSURED 

To sav one is fully assured 
about the equivalent to one being FUT.LY

against the losses that inevitably follow 
such surroundings. But if on the other 
hand, we are drawing near with a true 
heart in FULL ASSURANCE OF SAITH, 


we can ask what we will. 
CONCLUSION 
Call to mind that Jesus in many in- 
stances concluded a healing service with 
this benediction, AS THY FAITH IS, SO 
BE IT UNTO THEE.

It is not alone the Gentile nations that 
are in perplexity and who await a deliv- 
ever. For centuries, the prophets of Israe) 
prophesied of a coming Messiah. One who 
was to deliver their nation and then thru 
his righteous reign as their king estab- 
lish a paredise for all of the peoples of 
the earth. At last their Messiah came, Je- 
sus was born. The king of the Jews had 


come to liberate his people from. their 
bondage. But the Jews did not receive 
their king. Their blinded eyes did not 


see their opportunity. The deliveranc2 
God sent to them was rejected and their 
punishment of dispersion was continued. 
“He came to his own and his own receiv- 
ed him not” John 1:11. Jesus said, “I am 
com? in my Father’s name and ye receiv- 
ed me not, IF ANOTHER SHALL COME 
IN HIS OWN NAME, HIM YE WILL RE- 
CEIVE,” John 5:43. With the rejection 
of Jesus Christ by the Jews, God scatter- 
ed them throughout the earth and 
NEVER SINCE HAVE THEY HAD A 
NATION of their own. 

While Israel’s punishment is being 
meted out, a new dispensation has bee. 
ushered in. The times of the Gentiles, and 
the gospel dispensation have been run- 
ning their course and God’s dealings with 
national Israel] have been postponed UN- 
TIL THE GENTILE BRIDE OF CHRIST 
THE CHURCH OF GOD, HAS BEEN 
GATHERED OUT, and the “fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in.” God will then turn 
once more to deal with Israe’ as a na- 
tion. “God at the FIRST did visit the 
Gentiles to take out of them a people for 
His name * * * AFTER THIS * * * I 
will return and wi!'l build again the taber- 
nacle of David which is fallen down * * 
Acts 16:14 and 16. “ * * * blindness in 
“.rt is hanpened to Israel, until tho fr1- 
ness of the Gentiles be come in.” Rem 
11:25. “It shall come to pass in that dav 
that the Tord shall set his hand again A 
SECOND TIME to recover the remnant 
of his people.” Is, 11:11. 

For centuries now, the Jew has wailed 
bv the side of a fragment of the wall 
where his temple once stood and nraved 
for Messiah to come. The deferred prem- 





ise has filled him with astonishment and 
embittered his soul. Yet underlying his 
despair the fire of hope still burns. 


Desire for a national home has outlived 
faith in the fulfillment of God’s promises 
in the heart of the Jew. In 1917, by the 
proclamation of British Premier, Lord 
Belfour, the Jews were granted permis- 
sion and promised protection in once 
more establishing a national home in the 
land given by promise to Abraham. Is- 
rae] is not spurred forward in this un- 
dertaxing by spiritual motives. Many of 
the leaders in the movement to establish 
a national home in Palestine are avowed 
atheists. They have completely discarded 
God’s promises and are urged by nothing 
but material and patriotic motives in 
their desire to occupy the ancient Ca- 
naan. They are returning to the land in 
unbelief and for the promotion of their 
own ends. They seek to obtain without 
God and without repentance what God 
has promised them only as they repent 
and honor Him. This great zeal for a 
national home lays them open to grasp 
at most any agreement that will enable 
them to gain their ends. England’s prom- 
ise of protection filled them with rejoic- 
ing, but this promise was not carried out. 
England evaded the responsibility 4e- 
cause of fear that Jewish activity in 
Palestine would result in a disasterous 
uprising of the Arabian Mohammedans, 
who are in present Possession of the 
land, and a world wide religious war of 
the East against the West. Disappointed 
in this failure, the Jews are now seek- 
Ing to enter into a covenant with somc 
other WORLD POWER which will guar- 
antee their rights in Palestine and enable 
them to go forward with their national 
project to repossess the land. 

The coming world dictator will make 
such an agreement with the Jews. He will 
grant them liberty and guarantee them 
protection in once again making Pales- 
tine the homeland of the Israelites. Strait- 
ened indeed has been the condition of 
this people since God scattered them 
among the Gentile nations. “The Lord 
shall cause thee * * * (to) be removed 
into all the kingdoms of the earth, an‘ 
thou shalt become an _ astonishment, a 
proverb, and a byword, among all the na- 
tions whither the Lord shall lead thee.” 
Deut. 28:25 and 37. When Jerusalem was 
destroyed in 70 A. D. and the final dis- 
persion began, Josephus tells us that over 
a million perished and 97,000 were cap- 
tured. Famine reigned; wives, husbands, 
children and babes snatched food from 
each other. Some even killed, cooked and 
ate their own children. Those who fled 
were captured and crucified outside the 
walls. So horrible was the situation with- 
in the city, that Titus called God to wit- 
ness that he was not responsible. Sixty- 
five years later when the Jews were fi- 
nally dispersed by Hadrian, there were 
587.000 persons slain. In 1020 A. D. ell 
Jews were banished from England. In 
1096 an attempt was made to murder al! 
European Jews who refused Christian 
baptism. Jews were forced to pay great 
sums to assist the Crusades, Under Rich- 
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ard I, they were murdered in great num- 
bers. In York Castle 500 Jews killed each 
other and then set fire to the castle rath- 
er than face capture. Edward I, drove ev- 
ery Jew out of England; 16,500 of them: 
and there is no evidence that any Jew 
trod upon British soil for 400 years. In 
France and Germany in 1306 A. D., 100,- 
000 Jews were robbed of their possessions 
and cast out of the land. Jews were only 
allowed t> amass riches that they might 
be plundered. In Strassburg 2000 Jews 
were fastened to an immense seaffold and 
the whole was set on fire. Later all Jews 
were driven from Spain. 

In mcdern times Jews have been perse 
cuted in Poland, Russia and Germany. 
The lot of the Jew dispersed among tne 
nations has been a hard one. He has been 
despised, scorned, buffeted, abused and 
trodden down through all the centuries 
of Gentile supremacy and now he groans 
for release. He will eagerly seize what 
appears to be the fuifillment of his na- 
tional hope. If Antichrist will deliver him 
he will hail Antichrist as his Messiah. An 
agreement to restore Palestine to Israel 
will be made by Antichrist but the cove- 
nant will be violated and the Jew will 
then face tribulation such as he has nevcr 
before known,

It is 
better to take the attitude of St. Paul, 
“Forgetting the things that are past, I 
press on toward the goal.” 


FEARING THE UNKNOWN 


The Israelites were pressing on to a 
new land and new experiences. Back of 
them was the desert with its hunger and 
thirst and restlessness. Before them was 
Canaan, reported to be a good land, yet 
unknown and feared. The journey thru 
the desert had been a long and weary 
test, but the crossing over into Canaan 
was even a more severe trial. Behin1 
them, it is true, there lay a desert, but 
before them lay an unknown land with 
walled cities and hostile tribes. Many of 
their own people would perish ere the 
land was in their possession. All sorts f 
new experiences would meet them in this 
new land, and they looked forward to it 
all with keen apprehension. 

With similar feelings many may look 
forward to the new year. There are al- 
ways plenty of self-appointed prophets 
who predict disaster just as did ten of 
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the twelve men who were sent to spy 
out the land of Canaan. They said, “The 
people are giants, and the walls of their 
cities reach to heaven, and we are as 
grasshoppers in their sight.” Joshua 
however said, “We can conquer the land. 
It is true that the people are tall and 
strong, and their cities are walled; but 
the land is good, and we go forward in 
the name of the Lord our God.” 

That is the spirit in which we must 
enter the new year. Many persons seem 
to have lost their courage and look to- 
waid the future with gloomiest fore- 
bodings, In modern terminology they 
have lost their grip, but I say they have 
lost their faith in the good and gracious 
overruling Providence of God. Go into the 
new year with faith in the Lord your 
God, and you Will find the frowning wall 
of Jericho crumbling before you, and the 
giants you fear may turn out to be only 
pigmies. 

LET THE LORD BE YOUR LEADER 

The new year is an unexplored land. 
“Ye have not passed this way heretofore.” 
Therefore, We must have competent lead- 
ership. The ship must have a pilot to 
bring it safely into harbor. The Israelites 
had Joshua and Caleb as God’s chosen 
leaders in the conquest of the land. The 
Church of God has for its leaders S. W. 
Latimer and the twelve and other elders. 
We need guidance in those deeper things 
of life and experiences which our own 
limitations can by no means supply. The 
peerless Leader is Jesus (the head of the 
body). Truly He said of Himself, “I am 
the wdy, the truth, and the life.” 


No church that has Christ for its head 
will meet with disaster. The new year is 
the golden gate of opportunity to improve 
on the past so far as our own life is con- 
cerned. How many a musician has de- 
sired, after a public performance, to play 
his part over again, believing that he 
could have avoided certain mistakes. 
Even so we peer into the past and see 
Many mistakes and wrong turnings, but 
there seems to be no possibility of repara- 
tion. The old road is behind you, “but 
ye have not passed this way heretofore.” 

MAKE EACH DAY COUNT 

God gives us a new year but we make 
it What it becomes. There is something 
more to a year than its prosperity, and 
prosperous years have not always been 
our best years. I read of a girl who, tacx- 
ing up a new wall calendar, said in 2 
tone of conviction, “It is going to be a 
beautiful year.” A friend standing by 
said, “How do you know it is going to 
be a beautiful year? A year is a long 
time and all sorts of things may hap- 
pen.” “Well,” she said, “a day isn’t a 
long time, and I know it is going to be a 
beautiful year because I am going to take 
it a day at a time and make it so. Years 
are only days and I shall try to see that 
every one of these 365 days gets at least 
one beautiful thing into it.” That would 
be a fine New Year’s resolution, and one 
that every one could keep. Let us re- 
member the old prayer of David, “So 
teach us to number our days that we may 
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apply our hearts unto wisdom.” 


GOD’S SOURCE OF COURAGE 

For many the last year has been a dif- 
ficult one and we are facing an unknown 
future, John 3:4, but ome thing we do 
know, we will have God’s guidance and 
protection if we ask it.

Ghost

WAS reared in a Christian home 
I where a godly influence was indelibly 
fixed in my very nature. At the ripe age 
of sixteen summers I bowed in submis- 
sion to God and gave my life to Him in 
a bright conversion, following Him in 
water baptism. In my young life as a 
Christian I had a multitude of battles to 
fight, but with courage and faith I stem- 
med the tide and pressed on. I was soon 
pressed into active Christian wor as 
Sunday Schoo] superintendent and teach- 
er. For six years my Christian experience 
grew brighter with daily active service 
for the Master. I was a faithful church 
member. 

But it came to pass one day that the 
news of an evangelistic party coming to 
town with a gospel tent, was circulated 
far and near. The question was asked, 
“What kind of a meeting is this to be?” 
The answer came in a clear tone, “A Pen- 
tecostal meeting.” This was indeed a new 
title to me as applying to a church ser- 
vice. Those preachers were well adver- 
tised before they arrived. But much of 
the advertising was on the negative side 
of the question. (This kind of advertis- 
ing in many cases has proven to be an 
assft to the meeting, what we sometimes 
refer to as “free advertising.” My room- 
mate and I covenanted between us that 
We would not go near that “Pentecostal 
tent meeting.” We were both active 
church workers in one of the leading de- 
nominations of that town. The tent was 
erected on the adjoining lot to the bank 
and on the afternoon of the evening that 
the meeting was to begin, I, with many 
others, received a personal invitation 
from the cashier of the bank to attend 
the onening service of the revival. Out 
of respect to this my esteemed friend, my 
roommate and I decided to go and attend 
this first service. 

It seemed that heaven and earth met 
that evenine and in that tent was their 
meeting place. Such singing I had never 
heard before. The evangelist was filled to 
overflowing with the Holy Ghost and fire. 
The ice that had chilled my heart was 
broken that first service. I was ready to 
go the second night and it was not long 
until I was numbered with the seekers 
at the altar of prayer. Such power as was 
manifested in those meetings I shill 
never forget. I became a regular seeker 
at the a'tar. 

Not many days had lapsed when mv 
pastor and one of the leading deacons of 
the church had an interview with me, to 
advise me that I should “be careful now 
or I would be led off into heresy and 
that I was one of the most popular and 
active Christian young men in _ their 
church and had a far-reaching influence.” 
These brethren were sincere in their of- 
fort to advise me. I thanked them with 


the explanation that I had become con- 
scious of the fact that God had something 
better for me, or rather a deeper experi- 
ence or blessing of grace. We parted as 
friends and remained so. Another deacon 
charged me with “departing from the 
faith.” My answer to him was that I had 
set out to get more ofthe faith. This op- 
position served as a great barrier to me, 
as I had not as yet received this Holy 
Ghost baptism but was only a seeker. I 
Was finally excluded from that church, 
but I was convinced by the scriptures 
that I, along with others, could, through 
ob-dience, receive the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. I tried as best I could to 
convert every opposition into a stepping 
stone to help me on to the so much de- 
sired goal. 

I attended the camp meeting, the re- 
vival meeting, the prayer meetings, and 
daily I went to God in secret, earnest 
prayer. I was hungry for Him; not so 
much the blessing, but the Blesser. In 
the long drawn out time that I tarried 
before the Lord for this supernatural] en- 
duement of power for service, He taught 
me many lessons of faith and consecra- 
tion. Many were the refreshings I en- 
joyed while waiting before Him. The 
preachers and workers cited to me the 
scriptures in the Acts of the apostles 
where those who received the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost spoke with otber 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance, and I had seen others in the meet- 
ings I had attended receive the baptism 
and always without an exception each of 
them spoke in other tongues as the Spir- 
it gave the utterance. All this was pro- 
found and ernvincing evidence to me that 
IT too would speak with other tongues 
when haptized with the Holy Ghost. This 
would be His (Christ’s) official seal that 
He (Christ) had officially baptized me 
in the Holy Ghost as He did the 120 cn 
the day of Pentecost. 

I gladly considered every suggestion 
cffered me by the workers. I did scme 
things they advised me to do. I also did 
some things they didn’t tell me to do. 
But all that I did was for the supr'me 
purpose of stimulating and _ increas ng 
the hunger and thirst for this surernat- 
ural baptism, for I had read in Matt. 5:6, 
“Blessed are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness, for they shall 
he filled.” I had become hungry and thirs- 
ty and wanted to be filled. I was not 
choicy as to the place or time for prayer 
and praise. It was for a time seemingly 
of no value for me to praise God; but 
He taught me the lesson that to delight in 
Him in praise was of great value in tarry- 
ing for the Holy Ghost baptism. 

As time passed on a cottage meeting 
Was in progress. The revival fire was fall- 
ing and people were coming from far an2@ 








near. The seekers were many and of 
course I was numbered with them. It was 
at the close of one of the evening services 
that I with others lingered in prayer at 
the improvised altar. The faithful work- 
ers patiently waited with us seekers. It 
was then late in the night. My consecra- 
tion was complete; I had tarried until 
He, the mighty third person of the God- 
head, had come into my life as was prom- 
ised, speaking for Himself, and I spoke 
with other tongues as the Spirit gave ut- 
terance. From that time on I knew that 
Jesus had officially baptized me with the 
Holy Ghost. This was indeed a happy 
climax for me, for I had become a chron- 
ic seeker, but I was determined to share

THE THREEFOLD MINISTRY OF 
JESUS 
JESUS ENTERS GALILEE 

V. 12. “Now when Jesus had heard 
that John was cast into prison.” John had 
not only condemned the sins of the cora- 
mon people but hadn’t kept silent concern- 
ing the sins of therulers, he had rebuked 
Herod Antipas for taking Herod Philin’s, 
wife for which he was cast. into 
prison. Herod later, by means of con- 
spiracy on her part, sent and beheaded 
him in prison. “He departed into Galilee.” 
Possibly because of some plot on His hfe 
while in Galilee, The event mentioned in 
John 2:1-12 was preparatory to the mani- 
festation of Christ as Messiah in Jerusa- 
lem. 

V. 138. “And leaving Nazareth.” Tnis 
was His home town, Luke 4:16, 30. From 
verse 29 of this chapter we learn that His 
reason for leaving Was an attempt upon 
His life. He later returned from Galilee 
(Luke 4:14) renowned as a Teacher nd 
Worker of miracles. And having preached 
in the synagogue “all wondered at tiie 
words of grace which proceeded out of 
His mouth, Luke 4:22. “He came and 
dwelt in Capernaum.” He did not own a 
home here as He states, “The foxes have 
holes,” ete. Matt. 8:20. “Which is upon 
the sea coast.” It was located on the 
northwestern shore of Galilee northeast 
of Nazareth. Two spots contend for the 
distinction of being the site of Cay=#r- 
naum,they are, however, situated about 
two and one half miles apart, one in the 
north called Tell Hum, the more souther- 
ly one, Kahn Minyeh or Minia. “In the 
borders of Zabulon and Nephthalim.” The 
land of these two northern tribes border- 
ed near Capernaum. 

Vv. 14. “That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by Esias the prophet.” 
The reference is to Isaiah 9:1, 2 where 
Zabulon and Nephthalim are pictured as 
worshipping in Messiah’s kingdom. 
JESUS VISITING THE LAND OF THE 

LOST TRIBES 

V. 15. “The land of Zabulon and the 
land of Nephthalim.” These lands had 
borne the Assyrian invasions under 
Tiglith Tiasler, 2 Kings 15:29; Zach. 
10:10, “And they shall be proportionately 
glorified in Messiah’s kingdom.” The 
tribal divisions that had !ain dormant had 
not been forgotten by Jehovah who had 
divided the land. “By the way of the sea, 
beyond Jordan.” That is, the district on 
the west of the sea of Galilee as opposed 


to the other side of Jordan. “Galilee of 
the Gentiles.” In the time of Isaiah the 
Gentiles inhabited the land. B. C. 164 
Simon McAbees had emptied the Jews out 
of Galilee, 1 Macc. 5:23. Many later went 
bac but the land remained partly a Gen- 
tile country. 

V. 16. “The people which set in dark- 
ness saw great light.” That is, Galilee of 
the Gentiles, covered with the gross dark- 
ness of the sins of Gentile heathendoin, 
was visited by their promised Messiah, 
the Life and true Light to light them 
home to God. “And to them which sat in 
the region and shadow of death light is 
sprung up.” “The region where death 
abides and casts its thickest shade.” “All 
the Jews were in spiritual darkness, and 
the Galileans were inferior in religious 
privileges to the Judeans, and despised 
by them (John 7:41, 49, 52). There is no 
proof that they were morally more cor- 
rupt than the Judeans. But He who came 
‘to seek and to save that which is lost,’ 
fixed in this remote and despised section 
of the Holy Land the center of His la- 
bors, and here chose most of the apostles 
who were to carry His teachings to Ju- 
daea and Samaria, and the ends of ihe 
earth (Acts 1:8).”—Rev. Alvah Hovey, 
D.D., LL.D. 


V. 17. “From that time Jesus began 
to preach.” He had been preaching in 
Judaea but He begins here a further and 
advanced stage of His teachings. “And to 
say repent.” His imprisoned herald men- 
tioned in Matt. 3:2 had borne a like mes- 
sage. The reason is obvious. All men have 
sinned (Rom. 3:23), therefore, God calis 
upon all men to likewise repent, Acts 
17:30. “For the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand.” Men cannot enter the kingdom cf 
heaven who live lives of violence and in 
the night of the fall. The kingdom of heav- 
en is not meat and drink to satisfy sel- 
fishness, cruelty, appetite, and lusts or 
those conditions which imply impurity, 
but it is righteousness and peace and jov 
to those who honor truth, fidelity, faith, 
and hope. Every essence of the kingdom 
of heaven was at hand in the person of 
Christ. In its primary stages and mina- 
ture form it is set up in the hearts of 
men, 

THE CALL OF SIMON AND ANDREW 

V. 18. “And Jesus walking by the sea 
of Galilee.” Called also the sea Chinner- 
eth or lake of Gennesaret and the sea of 
Tiberas, the largest body of water in the 
Holy Land. It is twelve and three-quar- 
ters miles long and about seven and one- 
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half miles broad. It always contained 
fresh water because the Jordan flowed di 
rectly thru it. Its surface is 685 feet and 
five inches below the level of the Medi 
terranean. It is surrounded by a range of 
hills one thousand feet or more high on 
the east and southwest, producing a semi- 
tropical climate. Abundance of fish were 
to be found in its waters. “Sought two 
brethren.” Among the twelve _ discipies 
there were two, if not three, sets ct 
brothers. “Simon called Peter.” Simon 
was a common name in Palestine. It 
means “hearing.” The Hebrew form is 
Simeon, Jesus added the name Peter 
when he was called into discipleship, Jn», 
1:42. He was also called Cephas, an Aram- 
aic form. Peter comes from the Greek 
word Petros meaning a rock, a reference 
to his rock-like character. He and his 
brother then living .in Capernaum wer? 
originally from Bethsaida. “And Andrew 
his brother,” Andrew means “manly.” 
He was a quiet, modest man who had 
first brought Peter to Jesus, John 1:49, 
41. “Casting a net into the sea.” Perhaps 
a hand net, circular in shape, bell-like, 
different from the seine. “For they were 
fishers.” Jesus averted the spiritual pride 
of Caiphas, Annas, or even Nicodemus by 
calling these humble fishermen. Regard- 
less of how rude the vessel, God makes 
no mistake in His choice. 


Vv. 19. “And he saith unto them, Fol- 
iow me.” This was a call not to discipic- 
ship so much as to actual companionship. 
It demanded cessation of their former 
trade and introduced them to the work 
of evangelism. This call was perhaps a 
year later than their call to discipleship. 
These were originally John’s disciples.Jno. 
1:35. “And I will make you fishers of 
men.” Some change in their character was 
certainly necessary for them to catch men 
which requires that men who catch men 
for Christ must feed them on the bread 
of life, must know the classes of individ- 
ualism, their haunts, traits, and condi- 
tions, as well as know how to approach 
them, drawing around them at the same 
time the gospel net of divine love. Per- 
haps the great draught of fishes mention- 
ed in Luke 5:4-9 was a promise of their 
ministerial success and meant as an en- 
couragement. 


V. 20. “And they straightway left their 
nets and followed Him.” They did not 
hesitate to leave their boats or homes to 
engage in the struggles, trials, and hard- 
ships of their Master who had called, say- 
ing, “Follow me.” 


THE CALL OF JAMES AND JOHN 


V. 21. “And going on from thence.” The 
miraculous catch of fishes was taken care 
of and Jesus passed on. “He sought other 
two brethren, James the son of Zebedee.” 
He was the first martyr among ihe 
twelve. “And John his’ brother.”” Who 
later became the “disciple whom Jesus 
loved,” the writer of the Gospel of John, 
the three Epistles, and the Revelation. 
“In a ship with Zebedee their father.” O* 
whom we know nothing except that ne 
was the husband of Salome who in the

A Vision of “Ghe Goming of Tesus 


Given to a girl in Honolulu, Hawaii. 
Written in Spanish for “La Luz Apasto- 
lico.” Translated into the English by J. H. 
Ingram. 

In the service cn the night of July 16, 
1933 I was praying when all of a sudden 
I found myself in the Spirit and seated 
upon a rocx in a white high road. There 
came ten angels with white robes lust- 
rous and resplendent. Each of them car- 
ried a trumpet and they were formed in 
two groups, escorts to the Savior who 
appeared in the midst of them. They had 
golden hair which came down to their 
shoulders. Their robes shined with the 
resplendency of the sun and extended to 
their feet. In His (Jesus’) hand He car- 
ried a septre which was not of wood but 
shined as a erystal pure and white, and 
upon the point was written, “The day of 
justice.” Then Jesus proclaimed with a 
loud voice to all the world, “Come unto 
me, all ve that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest.” Following this 
the ten angels sounded their trumpets. 
Six times was this proclamation of love 
and mercy made, accompanied by the 
voices of the trumpets, and then all dis- 
appeared. 

A little later I saw Jesus coming again 
seated unon a cloud which was white and 
resplendent. In one hand He held the 
book of life and in the other the same 
sceptre of justice which He had when He 
appeared before. On both sides of Him 
there wre multitudes of angels with 
robes pure and white. Christ proclaimed 
with a loud voice, “Come out of the midst 
of her, mv holy saints.” 

Afterward I saw the inhabitants of the 
world who had not accepted the invita- 
tion of love and who had not repented 
and thev were all hidden in the coves be- 
tween the rocks of the mountains. This 
was succeeded by a great earthquake and 
the graves were opened and the saints 
arose from their tombs with robes of beau- 
ty and glory ana were joined by the liv- 
ing saints in the clouds. All of them were 
glorified with new bodies, clothed with 
white robes and with the same class of 
shining hair. I met with them ‘in the 
clouds. The Lord then announced that 
justice had come to the impenitent who 
were left in the world. “Ye shall not be 
overflowed with water as in the days of 
Noah. but be destroved by fire in the 
place of erving and gnashing of the 
teeth ” Following this I saw a great fire, 
after which the new earth appeared, 
clean and verdure, and with trees shining 
and glorious.” 2 Peter 3:10-13. 


The same Christ conducted His saints 
thru a long wide road unto a magnifi- 


cent palace which shined as a crystal. Ar- 
riving within He made us take seats in 
white shining chairs, which to me appeur- 
ed as thrones. We were seated at an im- 
mense table and Jesus took His throne 
encompassed about by a multitude of an- 
gels. The glory and brilliancy of all was 
so great I cannot express it in words. 
The Lord said to us, “Let us now go to 
celebrate the Holy Supper after the man- 
ner instituted by my disciples before my 
ascension from the mount of Olives.” 
Luke 22:15-18. At that time the Marriage 
Supper of the Lamb was celebrated (Rev. 
19:7) and Christ sang with us a song 
about the union with MHis_ Bride, the 
Church. 

I could not recognize any one there be- 
cause all appeared to me_ to resembdle 
each other, with the same faces, the same 
hair, the same brilliancy and the same 
robes, and all of them resembled Jesus. 
1 John 3:2 All of them had beautiful 
wings and the glory of God filled th« 
palace in such a manner that We had no 
more need of the light of the sun 
moon, nor the stars, because the glory rf 
the Lord and the brilliancy of His face 
was the light there. I did not want to 
return to this world but desired to stay 
there in glory with my Savior.—Lillian

During the past 12 months the Red 
Cross has given relief to those in need be- 
cause of unemployment, disaster and re- 
lated causes, in every state, in practicai- 
ly every county, of the United States. 

With 85,000,000 bushels of government 
wheat it producea and distributed 10,500,- 
000 barrels of flour—84,000,000 24% Ib. 
sacks—to nearly 6,000,000 families, more 
than 25,000,000 men, women and children 
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F.om 844,000 bales of government cot- 
ton it produced 104,000,000 garments to 
help clcthe more than 5,000,000 families 

2,627 chapters expended $2,420,000 in 
relicf in various forms to the unemployed. 

92 disasters in the U. S. and its pos- 
sessions required Red Cross relief. The 
national organ‘zation appropriated $382,- 
200 for relicf work in these disasters in 
add tion to contributions raised locally. 
In 12 weeks disaster service was given 
in 147 counties in 24 states to more than 
30,000 families.
